Soviet Snubs 
West Bid on 


Control Post

GENEVA (UPI)—The United 
States and Britain have offered 
Russia complete control of the 
most sensitive jobs at atom de 
tection posts on their territory, 
a Western nuclear conference 
source said Thursday. 

But Soviet negotiators at the 
three-power talks snubbed the 
request apparently to head off 
placing of Anglo-American per- 
sonnel at posts within the So- 
viet Union. 

The Anglo-American offer was 
made after a three-hour confer- 
ence session Thursday which re- 
sulted in no break in the East- 
West deadlock. 

Western conference sources 
said the U.S. and Britain were 
willing to give “all the very im- 
portant and most sensitive jobs” 
at posts on their territory to 
Russians. 

These would include the jobs 
of post chief and deputy chief, 
over-all supervisor, technical di- 
vision heads and all major 
operational personnel. 

In return the Western powers 
want reciprocal privileges at 
posts in Russia. 

According to the Western 
plan half the jobs at each post 
in Russia would be filled by 
Angio-Americans. Half the jobs 
at U.S. and U.K. control posts 
would be filled by Russians. 

Remaining jobs would be 
handied by personnel from non- 
nuclear powers. 

A global network of some 180 
control posts is planned to po- 
lice a nuclear test ban. 

But Russian negotiators re- 
peated Thursday their insistence 
that only their own nationals 
should: man technical spots at 
posts within the Soviet Union. 

The two Western powers claim 
this would leave the way open 
for Soviet technicians to falsify 
data and cover up a sneak nu- 
clear test. 

The Soviets showed no signs 
Thursday, however, of relenting 
in their objections to interna- 
tional staffing, Western sources 
said. 


The staffing problem, along 
with Russian demands for a 
veto over all decisions 
ing inspection and control, are 
currently the two major ques- 
tions deadiocking the talks. 

Thursday's discussion on the 
staffing problem centered on re- 
ports by scientists of the three 
nations who had been studying 
the question on the technical 
level for more than a week.

LONDON (AP)—The Soviet 
Government Friday ratified its 
agreement with the United Arab 
Republic to help build the first 
section of the Aswan High Dam. 

Moscow Radio announced that 
the Presidium of the USSR 
Supreme Soviet ratified the pact 
for granting 400 million rpbles 
for economic and technical as- 
sistance for Egypt. The official 
ruble exchange is four to the 
dollar.

Ryozo Hiranuma 


Hiranuma, 
Yokohama 
Mayor, Dies 


Ryozo Hiranuma, mayor of 
Yokohama, died yesterday after- 
noon at the Keio Hospital in 
Shinanomachi, Tokyo. The 
cause of his death was harden- 
ing of the arteries with pneu- 
monia complications. 

He was 79 years old. 

Hiranuma, who had been the 
mayor of Yokohama since 1951, 
is widely known for his role in 
promoting amateur sports in 
Japan. He was awarded a Cul- 
tural Medal by the Government 
in 1955 in recognition of his 
service in this field. 


He is survived by his wife, 
two sons and two daughters. 

Graduating from Keio Univer- 
sity in 1897, Hiranunia was 
elected to the House of Repre- 
sentatives in 1915. He became 
speaker of the Yokohama City 
Assembly in 1922 and two years 
later was again elected to the 
Lower House. . 


He was named president 
the Japan Athletic Association 
in 1925 and since then has con- 
tributed much to the populari- 
zation of amateur sperts in this 
country. He was the leader of 
the Japanese Olympic delega- 
tions to Los Angeles (1932) and 
Berlin (1936). 

Hiranuma’s body was brought 
to the mayor's office in Oima- 
tsu-cho, Yokohama from the 
hospital. The date of the fu- 
neral services will be decided 
today. 

Hiranuma started his-Hfe as a 


sportsman with a climb up Mt.| 


Fuji at the age of 10. He loved 
various sports, such as sumo, 
volley ball, tennis, baseball and 
track and field. 

The crowning glory to his 
long career as a sports enthu- 
siast was the 10th National 
Sports Meet held in Kanagawa 
Prefecture in 1954. The aged 
mayor, as the last runner 17 the 
sacred flame relay, carried the 
torch into the stadium while the 
Emperor and Empress and tens 
of thousands of spectators iook- 
ed on. 

The Emperor composed a 
poem admiring the old mayor's 
vigor and spirit and this, it is 
said, gave Hiranuma more plea- 
sure than when he won the Cul- 
tural Medal the following year. 

By the time Hiranuma was 
confined to bed, a movement 
to build a memorial gymnasium 
for him in Yokohama had al- 
ready been under way.

Following is the gist of the 
note verbaie handed yesterday 
to Minister Yiu Tai Ha of the 
Korean Mission by Japanese 
Foreign Vice Minister Hisanari 
Yarnada in explanation of 
Japan’s position concerning the 
repatriation of Koreans in 
Japan as released by the For- 
eign Office: 

1. In view of the fact that a 
number of the Korean residents 
in Japan have expressed their 
desires to return to North Ko- 
rea, the Government of Japan 
has been giving careful study 
to the ways to cope with this 
situation.

Japan’s Position Explained 


views on this problem which are 
stated below: 


(I) The principle that every 
one has, as fundamental human 
rights, the right to leave any 
country, including his own, and 
to return to his country as well 
as the right to freedom of move- 
ment and residence within the 
borders of each state is express- 
ly proclaimed in the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights. 
The decision of the Government 
of Japan was rightly in con- 
formity with this international 
ly recognized principle.

The Government of Japan 
believes that, in case an individu- 
al chooses to leave Japan and 
live in another area by his own 
free will, it is in accord with 
the spirit of democracy and is 
not against humanitarianism to 


respect such will of the individu- 
al, regardiéss of the political 
ideology held by the regime 
which controls that area, 

(TV) Since all that the Gov- 
ernment of Japan is going to 
do is to refrain from prevent- 
ing the voluntary return of in- 
dividuals to North Korea, it is 
needless to say that it does not 
in any way imply the recogni 
tion of the regime in North 
Korea, Neither could it con- 
stitute any violation of the 
sovereignty of the Republic of 
Korea nor be an attempt for 
an unfriendly act -toward iis 
Government.

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Sleeping Naked in Cold 
Matter of Adaptation 


By DELOS SMITH 


NEW YORK (UPTI)—In the 
depths of one of the coldest 
winters in years, there is small 
comfort in knowing “the criti- 
cal temperature” for most 
naked people is 80.3 degrees, 
which is that for tropical 
animals. A critical temperature 
is the lowest one In which a 
naked creature can relax 
enough to rest and sleep. 

However, there are some 
naked people who can do much 
better. The Indians of the 
southern tip of South America 


are among them. They live, 
naked, in snow and sleet and 
never complain about’ the 
weather. 


Also some aborigines 
of Australia. Before white men 
put them into clothes about 10 
years ago, they slept naked on 
the bare and heavily frosted 
ground, snoring blissfully. And 
then, of course, there are the 
“abominable snowmen.” 


To science ali this is a matter 
of “cold adaptation” with which 
everyone has some experience 
in winter, according to Dr. P. 
F,. Scholander, of Oslo (Nor- 
way) University, one of the 
world’s leading scientific auth- 
orities in a symposium spon- 
sored by the American physio- 
logical society. 


Since the critical temperature 
of most people when naked is 
that of a well-heated room, can 
you say human bodies are not 
capable of much cold adapta 
tion? No, said Scholander, citing 
the Indians and the aborigines 
and recalling that whereas 
science knows how most 
animals adapt to cold, it knows 
next to nothing about how peo- 
ple do it. 

But they do, he said on the 
basis of his own weather ex- 
perimentations with naked peo- 
ple. (You can’t measure cold 
adaptation in people who are 


clothed and sheltered.) He took 
eight students into high moun- 
tains above the tree-line and 
had them bed down nights in 
the all-together on the bare 
round with the ternperature at 

reezing or a few degrees be 
10W. 

Each student was encased in 
a light sleeping bag. Bach one 
had a light Dlanket in. the bag 
with him. This was designed 
to reduce his temperature well 
below the critical level for peo 
ple but not so far below that 
there could be no chance of 
adapting.. 

For the first few nights, the 
students spent most of the night 
shivering and thrashing about. 
They slept very little. But after 


that, ey began sleeping 
soundly and throughout the 
night. “Even when a man 


started to shiver and shake 
during the night it might still 
take quite a jolt t waken 
him,” Seholander said. 
Scholander journeyed to Aus- 
tralia and repeated this experi- 
ment with the aborigines who 
used to sleep naked on the bare 
ground, He persuaded them to 
resume their old ways but in- 
side sleeping bags. Scholander 
and his scientific associates got 
into bags, naked, too. The tem- 


perature was a little below 
freezing. 
“While we shivered and 


thrashed about all night, wish- 
ing that the sun would rise, the 
Australians lay motionless, 
snoring their way through the 
night,” he said. 

All this goes to show that 
the white races of people “so 
constantly thermostat § their 
bodies against even minot 
sensations of cold”—with cloth- 
ing and furnace-heat—no one 
should be surprised when they 
don’t stand up to cold very 
well—while naked.

Japanese Camera Exports 
To U.S. Drop in 9 Months 


NEW YORK (AP)—US. cam- 
era imports from West Germany 
increased during the first nine 
months of 1958 but Japanese 
camera shipments to the U.S. 
fell off in the same period, the 
U.S. Department of Commerce 
reported. 

According to the latest statis- 
tics published in Foreign Com- 
merce Weekly—official journal 
of the department—the Ger- 
man exports increased slightly 
in the face of an average total 
decline of 35.7 per cent in the 
number of still-camera imports 
from all sources. 

Japanese camera exports to 


the U.S. dropped more than 35 
per cent in number and almost 
$1 million in value during the 
period in 1958, continuing a 
trend that began in the first 
quarter of the year. 


Japan's exports to the U.S. 
in the 1958 period under review 
were 543,929 in number and 
$3,662,842 in value; in 1957, 
833,053 in number and $4,642,- 
440 in value. 


The German shipments total- 
ed 150,401 in number valued at 
$7,433,225 in thé period under 
review compared to 150,352 at a 
value of $6,801,982 in 1957.

Red China Trade Poses — 


Difficulties for Japan 


By SHELDON WESSON 


“Would trade with Red China 
help. Japan's political and ec» 
nomic difficulties?” 


That question was discussed 
by Kazuo Kuroda in this news- 

per recently, in connection 
with the “Nations Speak” in- 
ternational forum. Kuroda gave 
an excellent concise history cf 
developments in the situation 
to date; but he did not answer 
the question directly. 


The question takes on added 
significance with recent moves 
by the Government here to ap 

roach certain relations wita 

ed China. But the use of the 
term “. .. help Japan’s .., dif- 
ficulties” is open to such wide 
interpretation, depending on 
one’s initial viewpoint, as tw 
allow of almost any reply. 


The present writer's field is 
not politics. But it seems that 
the answer to the “political dif- 
ficulties” portion of the ques- 
tion is obvious. If one takes 
the initial position that Japan 
should and must have political 
relations with Red China, and 
that Japan is in “political dif- 
ficulties” for lack of those rela- 
tions, then obviously, yes, it 
would “help” Japan politically 
to trade with Red China. 

On the other hand, if one 
believes that Japan does not 
need political relations with 
Red China, one may say thai, 
in negotiating- for trade rela- 
tions, and in overtly offering 
herself to China, Japan places 
herself in the position of invit- 
ing and accepting certain poli- 
tical influences from Red China. 

The flag-destroying, finger- 
printing and such issues have 
been magnified all out of propor- 
tion. They are merely symbolic 
of Red China’s crying desire to 
be “accepted” as the equal at 
least, and possibly as the 
superior party, in any trade or 
political negotiations. 

To put it simply, in terms of 
trade, Japan believes she needs 
China more than China believes 
she needs Japan. The Chinese 
are seeking Japariese conceés- 
sions, and will offer none. Why 
shouid they? 

The many Japan-Red, China 
trade promotion organizations 
may or may not be politically 
biased. If not, they premise their 
eagerness for trade with China 
on the assumption that things 
are as they were 20 years ago 
—when 600 million people were 
a ready-made market for Japa- 
nese consumer goods. 

China needs little of Japan's 
export products in the con- 
sumer goods categories: Textiles, 
sundries, household equipmen<. 
China wants from Japan ma- 
chinery and metal products. etc. 
—mainly producers’ 

The relationship between the 
two countries is not the same 
simple one of a generation back 
—when China could supply 
Japan with raw materials and 
Japan sell them textiles and 
consumer items. 

To answer the original ques- 
tion as to whether trade witn 
China would “, . . help Japan's 
» «+ economic difficulties’: Of 
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course! Any customer buying 
one dollar or one million dol- 
lar’s worth more of Japanese 

will “help” Japan, That 
s the answer that the Foreiga 
Minister gave, in effect, to a 
question of mine at a press con- 
ference a year ago. 

But there are questions in 
a minds as to whether this 

degree of “help” may not »e 
offset by disadvantages to Japan 
in other fields, 

China will buy nothing from 
Japan which she can buy from 
Russia or Eastern Europe, She 
will sell nothing to Japan that 
is wanted in Russia or Eastern 
Europe. China will loudly offer 
—as she has in the past—to buy 
huge quantities of materiais 
which Japan cannot sell her, in 
view of Japan's commitments 
to the U.S. and COCOM., 

My own belief is that trade 
with China will be entirely on 
China's terms; that these terms 
will be increasingly demanding 
and increasingly insulting to 
Japan, because Japan is putting 
herself in the position of peti 
tioner, with heart on sleeve. 

Of course, more trade with 
China—as with any other na- 
tion now doing little business 
with Japan—will “help” Japan. 
But I venture to think that 
this “help” will cause Japan 
more trouble than it is worth.

The International Trade and 
Industry Ministry yesterday 
said it had no knowledge of 
rampart “pirating” by Japanese 
merchants of the trade name 
of Philippine mahogany. 

Ruben Alvarez, commercial 
attache of the Philippine Con- 
sulate in Hawaii, accused Japa- 
nese merchants of misrepresent- 
ing foreign wn hardwoods as 
Philippine mahogany in supply- 
ing the lumber needs of a mili- 
tary housing project near Hono- 
lulu. 

A spokesman for the minis- 
try said if the Philippines files 
a protest with the Japanese 
trade ministry against the use 
of the Philippine trade name 
it would investigate the case. 

The spokesman said-“I do not 
see any reason at present why 
Japanese merchants have to 
pirate the Philippine trade 
name.” 

Alvarez said the wood sup- 
plied for the project was not 
Philippine mahogany but wood 
of the “kapur” species grown in 
Ceylon, Sumatra and Borneo. 

The spokesman said exports 


of Philippine mahogany from, 


Japan are not restricted. “Nor 
are exports of hardwood of the 
kapur species,” the spokesman 
said. “Thus it is meaningless 
for Japanese to use a false 
name.”

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Macmillan and Moscow 
British Prime Minister Harold Macmillan's preparations 
for a visit to Moscow have been somewhat hindered by 
the illness from influenza of Sir Patrick Reilly, British 
ambassador to Soviet Russia, who went to London to 
discuss details of the trip, but it appears that Mr. Macmillan 


will fly to Moscow on February 21. 


He will be accompanied 


by Foreign Minister Selwyn Lloyd. 

Mr. Macmillan has already told the House of Commons 
that he hopes during his visit to the Soviet capital to 
arrive at a better understanding of the Russian leaders’ 
intentions and at the same time to give them a better 
knowledge of the British attitude. No definite negotiations, 
however, are intended and the visit is therefore in the 
nature of an exploratory venture. 


Whether under these circumstances, Mr. Macmillan’s 
journey is likely to bear much fruit is a moot question, 
but the general consensus of opinion is that it can do 
no harm. Mr. Macmillan is not likely to step outside the 
fundamental position of the Western democracies in any 
conversations he may have with the Soviet leaders. British 
newspapers of various shades of opinion have been favor- 
able to the visit, and the general public, if not overoptimistic 
about results, is relieved to feel that a major effort is being 
made by Britain to secure a hetter understanding with 
the Russians so long as no sacrifice of principle is involved. 
The whole world, says one London paper, will wish Mr. 
Macmillan good fortune in his mission; it could mean the 
biggest step toward a settled peace since 1945. 

In a sense, we presume, Mr. Macmillan’s visit may be 
considered as a kind of return visit for that of Mr. 
Khrushchev to Britain in April 1956. Mr. Khrushchev was 
then accompanied by Marshal Bulganin, since fallen from 
grace. The pair made a fairly good impression in Britain 
but no tangible political results have made themselves 


felt as a result of their visit. 


In Mr. Macmillan’s own 


words, personal contacts do not in themselves solve inter- 
national problems, but there are times when they may 


make a contribution to their solution. 


We must hope that 


this will be the case on the present occasion. 


We believe the time is rather favorable. 


We feel 


that Mr. Macmillan’s visit to Moscow, if it proves a 
success from the social point of view, which we fully 
expect, may help the Soviet leaders to reconsider at least 


some aspects of their policy. 


It may be too much, perhaps, 


to expect major changes but we feel that if Moscow would 
only go a little way with the Western democracies every- 


one would be the gainer. 


At present, particularly on the 


issues of Germany and Berlin, there is too much acerbity 


in the air. 


Moscow has been quite harsh in its threats 


toward the Western powers during recent months and 
although we would not go so far as to say that there is an 
imminent danger of war, the situation is highly unpleasant. 

If Mr. Macmillan’s visit to Moscow can do anything 
to relieve the prevailing tensions it will be worth while. 
It is reported that the Western powers are still inclined 
to make some minor changes in their standpoint and it 
is possible that Mr. Macmillan will be able to secure some 
further understanding of the Soviet attitude which can be 
turned to practical use in this connection. 

The time factor might be brought into play in some 
new way. Although we feel the whole German question 
calls for an as early as possible solution, we appreciate 
the fact that any precipitate action on either side might 


be disastrous. 


\ 


Like some other difficult situations that still plague 
the modern world, the German problem has gradually 


become more acute because of past neglect. 


A number 


of unfavorable circumstances have been allowed to grow 
up largely because the wartime allies believed they had 
found an easy way to deal with postwar Germany. The 
result has been a long-time estrangement between the 
Western powers and the Russians on German issues and 
this estrangement has become wider and deeper with the 
years. It will take time to put things right. In the mean- 
time, to give but one instance, although the most important, 
the East German Communist regime has been allowed to 
become consolidated to such an extent that its absorption 
in a reunified Germany would be regarded as a serious 
blow to the Communist cause. 


There has been a good deal of talk about President 


Eisenhower possibly visiting Soviet 
Khrushchev visiting the United States. 


Russia and Mr. 
Perhaps it will 


be as well to see how Mr. Macmillan gets on in Moscow 


before more is said on this subject. 


It is said that Mr. 


Khrushchev is intensely interested in visiting the United 
States but it would be better for him to wait until inter- 
national tensions are eased before endeavoring to do so. 
Let us look upon Mr. Macmillan as a pioneer and if on 
return from Moscow he can add to our present knowledge 
of the possibilities for improvement of the international 
situation—and also, of course, of its potential dangers 
and difficulties—his journey will have been’ worth while. 
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Man and Machine 


Introduction of ‘Mechanical Brain’ Causes Anxiety and Curiosity 


The problem of replacing hu- 
man labor with machines is 
again drawing attention in this 
country. The problem itself is 
as old as the beginning of mod- 
ern industry. At the industrial 
centers of England in 1811, 
bands of jobless workmen 
wrecked machines, the suppos- 
ed cause of their unemployment, 
while feudal Japan lay dormant 
In virtual seclusion from the 
world. 


What is arousing popular re- 
action this time, however, is not 
the replacement of manual labor 
but that of mental labor. And 
the controversial word is “auto- 
mation.” 


Labor unions are understand- 
ably concerned about the pros- 
pects of automation, which 
seems to threaten even the con- 
trolling or supervisory roles of 
workers. Implications of auto- 
mation are in fact a subject that 
deserves thorough study. 


But the recent popular and 
journalistic attention is narrow- 
er in scope and is motivated 
mainly by the introduction of 
large electronic computers in 
this country, which are capable 
of tackling difficult computa- 
tions equivalent to a tremendous 
amount of human mental work. 


For Weathercasts 
An IBM704 computer, for in- 


_ stance, arrived in Yokohama last 


month for the Meteorological 
Agency. After the‘test run and 
other preparations, the weather- 
men are planning to start its 
use next month for weather 
forecasts. 

Movement of warm and cold 
air masses, which determines 
weather, may be described in a 
set of many complicated mathe- 
matical formulas. On this basis, 
the weather chart of one hour 
later, for instance, can be drawn 
accurately from the present 
weather chart. For this com- 
putation, we are told, a man 
working eight hours a day will 
take about six months, while the 
machine can do it in less than 
two and a half minutes. 


In this case, it is obviously 
meaningless to get results after 
the lapse of half a year. The 
same may be said about the 
need of quick computations, 
when a devastating typhoon is 
threatening to strike some part 
of Japan in a few hours. 


This is only one example to 
show that the machine has now 
enabled man to undertake com- 
plex computations never at- 
tempted before. There are, how- 
ever, other operations, which 
are usually performed by 4 
human agency but may as well 
be done by machines. 

Medical diagnosis may be 
considered to be one of the 
latter cases. The physician ob- 
serves the symptoms and diag- 
noses the disease afflicting the 
patient. A properly “instruct- 
ed” computer is capable of this 
sort of operation and the ma- 
chine may prove a good doctor. 
At least, it can be expected that 
the machine will become a good 
physicians’ aid. 

In Many Firms 


In both of these two types of 
operations, where a human 
agency is virtually helpless and 
where machine supplements the 
human agecny, electronic com- 
puters may be found useful also 
for industrial purposes. 


That is the reason why s0 
many Japanese firms are plan- 
ning to buy them. The list 
comprises almost all branches 
of industrial activities: the 
Atomic Energy Research In- 


* stitute, Nippon Steel Tube Co., 


Matsushita Electric Industrial, 
Shionogi Pharmaceuticals, Blec- 
tric Power Development Co., 
Furukawa Electric, Mitsubishi 
Heavy Industries Reorganized, 
Mitsubishi Electric, Sanwa 
Bank and Yamaichi Securities.

Korean Repatriation 

It is a matter for profound 
regret from the standpoin‘s of 
Japan-ROK relations and hu- 
manitarianism that the South 
Korean authorities are maintain- 
ing their stiff opposition to the 
Japanese Government's plan to 
repatriate some Korean resi- 
dents here to North Korea. 
We hold that the Korean resi- 
dents in Japan can choose to 
live anywhere as this is a basic 
human right. This right should 
not be denied for political pur- 
poses. But the ROK authorities 
have always linked such hu- 
manitarian problems with poli- 
tical issues. The ROK side ap- 
pears to feel that repatriation 
of Korean residents in Japan to 
North Korea will strengthen 
Pyongyang’s position and wea- 
ken Seoul's. This ROK view, 
however, is one-sided.—Asahi 
Shimbun 


It is not without good reasons 
that the Japanese Government 
has decided to repatriate those 
Korean residents in Japan who 
wish to be sent back to North 
Korea despite all kinds of 
threats from South Korea. The 
ROK Government has, following 
the announcement of Japan's 
decision, threatened to break off 
the current over-all talks and 
intensify its rigid control meas- 
ures against Japanese fishing 
boats. The basic reason for 
Japan having so far postponed 
a final settlement of the repa- 
triation issue, was its fear that 
any such step could lead to col- 
lapse of the normalization talks. 
Despite Japan's self-restraint, 
the ROK side failed to show 
any appreciation during the 
over-all talks—Sankel Shimbun 


The Republic of Korea has re 
portedly made a grave decision 
to counter the plan of the Japa 
nese Government to send to 
North Korea those Koreans in 
Japan who desire repatriation 
to that country. The protests 
and statements made so far by 
the ROK side were too political, 
They were more like threats to 
this country. Moreover, they 
have all been refuted by the 
Japanese side. They will not 
alter the present international 
practice of recognizing the free 
dom of residence. If South Ko- 
rea should intercept the re- 
patriation ship, it would in- 
evitably lose its dignity as the 
“legitimate Korean Govern- 
ment.” —Mainichi Shimbun 


Kyushu Region 

It is welcome that a bill for 
accelerating the development of 
the Kyushu region is to be sub- 
mitted to the Diet early next 
Week and is certain to be passed 
since the Opposition Socialists 
have also endorsed it. Econo- 
mic activities in the Kyushu and 
Yamaguchi regions have gen- 
erally levelled off. It is regret- 
table that Kyushu's rich natural 
resources such as coal, forests 
and water power, have not been 
fully developed. Heartfelt con- 
gratulations are given here to 
the submission of the bill to the 
Diet since it certainly will lead 
to an eventual development of 
the Kyushu area. However, it

Entrance Examination 

The Hiroshima city authori- 
ties have adopted an ideal sys- 
tem of giving entrance examina- 
tions on an over-all basis to 
those who want to attend high 
schools to select those students 
qualified for high school educa- 
tion. So far, these examinations 
have been conducted individual- 
ly at each high school in this 
city. The over-all basis tinder 
which qualified students are 
selected at once is demovratic 
and gives equal opportunity to 
all would-be students of the 
high schools here.

Rice Output 

A report from mainland Chi- 
na that the per tan yield of 
paddy field rice in that country 
last vear amounted to 200 to 400 
koku (koku equals 4.9 bushels) 
has been found to be true by an 
on-the-spot survey made by 
Japanese agricultural experts. It 
is well known that the conspicu- 
ous increase in Communist Chi- 
na’s rice harvest has resulted 
from the release of land to the 
peasants and the subsequent re- 
organization of the country’s in- 
dividual agricultural enterprises 
into a cooperative system or the 
so-called Soviet type of kolkhoz 
or a public corporation.

There are many other firms 
and institutes possessing small- 
er computers, which are usually 
classified as data processing ma- 
chines rather than electronic 
computers. The trend is evi- 
dently for wider use of larger 
electronic computers in research 
and industry. But the cost of 
installation is very high, 


Large Investment 

The National Railways’ Tech- 
nological Research Laboratory, 
for instance, has installed the 
Bendix G15D computer, which 
was then priced at about ¥30 
million including the accessory 
equipment. This computer has 
found out in 25 minutes a me- 
thod to minimize the cost of 
fuel transportation from four 
briquet factories to 25 locomo- 
tive depots in the Kanto and 
Chubu areas. And the conse- 
quent economy has Deen esti- 
mated to amount to ¥35 milliori 
in six months. 

The IBM704, which is far 
more expensive, is rented by 
the Meteorological Agency for 
an annual fee of ¥158 million. 
But the damages wrought by 
typhoons alone amount to a 
figure far beyond that order 
and a fraction of the damages, 
if eliminated by accurate fore- 
casts, seems to offset the cost 
of the machine. 

Although the machine may 
thus take care of its own cost 
in the long run, the cost means 
a large irivestment all the 
same. Therefore, only large 
firms can afford to buy or rent 
the electronic computer. The 
burden of any large investment 
is especially heavy in Japan, 
where the monetary interest is 
comparatively high. 

Once the machine is installed, 
it must be operated efficiently. 
While the machine lies idle, 
time ticks away and brings a 
loss in interest or rental. 
Human working hours therefore 
must be adjusted to the most 
efficient timetable for the ma- 
chine. Men must work on late 
night shifts and early morning 
shifts to keep the machine go- 


ing. 

These problems attendant to 
the use of electronic computers 
should be solved through co- 
operation between management 
and labor. The labor unions 
should see to it that workers 
will be accorded reasonable 
wages and satisfactory work- 
ing conditions. The immediate 
problems for unions are not so 
much unemployment as the 
qualitative change of labor. 


Digital Computer 


The mechanical brain is 
journalism’s pet word for 
electronic computers. It has 


caused much misunderstanding 
and neediess fear, however. No 


scientist overlooks the big gap - 


between the machine and the 
human brain. 

The computer now in ques- 
tion is what is called the 
digital computer. Basically, 
this kind of electronic com- 
puter is not much different 
from the small and simple 
mechanical computers now 
handy in any business offices. 
But in electronic computers, 
counting is done by electronic 
elements like vacuum tubes, 


transistors and parametrons, 
instead of the advance of gear 
notches. Multiplication, division 
and subtraction can all be con- 
verted into addition and can be 
performed through a series of 
actions of gears or electronic 
elements. * On 

Another difference is that the 
electronic computer uses what 
is called the binary system, in- 
stead of the decimal system 
familiar in daily life. In the 
binary system, a number can 

written only in two ciphers: 

and 1. Two is written, for 
instance, as 10. These two 
ciphers are represented by two 
conditions the electronic 
elements: whether the electric 
current is flowing through or 
not. In a logical operation like 
the above example of medical 
diagnosis, the two conditions 
represent “yes” and “no.” 
Input Information . 

It is obvious that the input 
information must be adapted to 
this mechanical simplicity of 
computers and also that the 
machine must be given the 
operational instruction, which 
is stored in the machine as 
“memory.” 

The input information must 
be prepared in the form of a 
perforated tape or magnetic 
tape. This preparation takes 
human labor, which is simple 
and tedious. It has been re- 
ported that some of the girls 
punching cards day in and day 
out for business machines are 
suffering from a new ailment 
known as key puncher’s disease. 

On the other hand, the pro- 
cess of instructing the machine 
for various operations—known 
as the process of “ m- 
ming’”—requires skilled techni- 

clans with special training. 
Though the machine may not 
diminish the chances of employ- 
ment as a whole, it is changing 
the quality of labor. Patient 
female labor may therefore be 
preferred to male workers. 

In to the fear of -un- 
employment, it should be noted 
that the electronic industry has 
actually increased the chances 
of employment in this country. 

Pive-Year m 

The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry mapped out 
‘last July what is known as the 
five-year program for develop- 
ment of the electronic industry. 
For the five-year period from 
1958 to 1962, the plan called for 
a threefold increase of output 
and a fivefold increase of ex 
port, as compared with the 
figures for 1957. 

But the industry has actually 
expanded so rapidly that the 
Ministry is now contemplating 
an upward revision of the five- 
year program. The electronic 
industry, which requires little 
material and power but much 
labor, is just the thing for 
Japan, with a large population 
and scarity natural resources. 
Of course, the word electronic 
covers the whole range from 
radios and TVs to electronic 
computers. As for the comput- 
ers in particular, it is expected 
that Japanese computers of 
medium size will be completed 
within this year. 

The recent electronic renova- 
tion of industry is clearly noth- 
ing to be feared, provided that 
both management and labor 
approach the problem with fore- 
sight and positive thinking.

(Afro-Asian) Youth  Confer- 
ence held in Cairo. It was at- 
tended by 400 youths represent- 

44 countries. Here, the 
Japan delegation made up of 
two opposing groups, one rep- 
resented by leftist youths and 
the other by rightists, acted as 
though they represented two 
different countries. They even 
refused to stay at the same 
hotel and sit in the same sec- 
tion allotted Japan. 

Japan is a democratic coun- 
try in which the people have 
freedom of thought and speech, 
but in a democracy people must 
learn to talk and discuss and 
make efforts to reach wunder- 
standing. All individuals have 
different ways of thinking and 
are more or less biased by their 
background, but they must de- 
pend on each other for their 
own survival. If such an atti- 
tude as that one is always right 
and the other always wrong is 
maintained, society will stop 
functioning. 

I wonder how soon the Japa- 
nese people will mature, so that 
the two opposing elements will 
find a way to live together har- 
moniously and constructively.

tional Union of Plantation 
Workers which has since be 
come the premier organization 
of its type in Asia. He was 
elected to the post of national 
financial secretary and when 
the International Confederation 
of Free Trade Unions decided to 
launch a campaign to organize 
lantation labor Choudhury was 
oaned to direct the effort in 
Asia. 


Since then he has been head- 
ing the organizational effort 
from the New Delhi head- 
quarters of the Asian Regional 
Organization—ICFTU although 
he is rarely to be found at his 
New Delhi office. Most of his 
time is spent “on the road” 
visiting one of the many far- 
flung Asian plantation districts. 
I was lucky to catch him in his 
office, freshly arrived from a 
fiying visit to Ceylon. 


No one is better qualified 
than he to portray the dimen- 
sions of the plantation labor 
problem in terms of human 
beings and their effort to at- 
tain a modest measure of 
dignity and livelihood, 


Generally plantation wage 
standards are well below those 
of industrial or commercial 
pursuits despite the fact that 
many plantation occupations re- 
quire a fair amount of skill and 
experience; for example, a tea 
leaf plucker must tender 
fingers and it requires an ex- 
tended period before one can 
attain the required levels of 
dexterity and speed; a rubber 
tapper who draws liquid latex 
from rubber trees must be 
skilled in the making of inci- 
sions which can only be achiev- 
ed through training and long 
practice. Without it defective 
tree incisions result in the 
permanent ruin of the trees. 


Choudhury listed the coun- 
tries in the order of their 
respective standings in  ac- 
cordance with existing levels of 
wages and working conditions 
for plantation laborers: Malaya, 
Indonesia, Ceylon, Thailand and 
Vietnam tied for fourth place, 
India and East Pakistan. : 

The 80,000 tea plantation 
workers of East Pakistan have 
the unenviable record for the 
most miserable conditions and 
wages. Most of the workers 
are of Hindu stock and suffer 
the effects of discrimination 
ever since partition with India. 

Malayan plantation working 
conditions are the best in Asia 
due in large part to the exist- 
ence of a strong labor organiza- 
tion which speaks for 70 per 
cent of the 280,000 rubber and 
tea plantation employes. Also 
the standards of living and 
literacy are generally higher in 
Malaya -than elsewhere’ in 
South Asia. 

The Indonesians are organized 
into a number of different 
unions. It is the only place in 
Asia where the largest percen- 
tage of organized plantation 
workers is controlled by a Com- 
munist-dominated union. Aside 
from this the relatively high 
ranking of Indonesian working 
conditions is attributable to the 
fact that, unlike in other planta- 
tion countries, the worker is 
provided with a home as well 
as his own tiny plot of land. 
They develop an intense attach- 
ment to their tiny land parceis 


and homes which rules out any 
feeling of insecurity. The 
worker is assured of perma- 
nent employment and status, 


About two-thirds of Ceylon's 
600,000 plantation workers are 
union members. The la 
and most effective union is the 
Cevion Workers Congress 
which represents 210,000 of 
them. It is composed of Tamil. 
speaking workers of South In- 
dian origin. The Ceylonese 
plantation labor scene is affect- 
ed by the current political ana 
linguistic controversies which 
place those of South Indian 
descent and of native stock in 
opposing camps. Nonetheless 
the CWC is a powerful - and 
effective organization, By its 
efforts plantation wages in 
Ceylon are among the highest 


in Asia. 

The Indian laborers who 
number close to 1,500,000, are 
gradually improving their 
miserable lot. There now 


exists a minimum wage al- 
though plantation wage mini- 
mums fall well below the na- 
tional wage average. Progress 
is reported in the unionization 
of areas which had hitherto 
been untouched, As a result 
approximately one-third of the 
half million plantation hands 
in Assam and another third of 
the quarter million in the West 
‘Bengal area have been brought 
into the union fold. To assist 
the Indian unions in this large 
scale project the Plantation 
Workers [International Federa- 
tion has assigned three ex- 
perienced organizers to work 
under Choudhury’'s direction. 
According to the indefatigable 
H. K. Choudhury there are 
three requisites for improve- 
ment in the Asian plantation 
workers’ sorry lot; union 
organization, a higher standard 
of living, and the spread of 
literacy. Where these factors 
are present in sufficient 
strength and degree the work- 
ers have already achieved some 
measure of acceptable living 
standards. He cited the ex- 
amples of Malaya and Ceylon. 
The plantation workers as well 
as those of us who aspire for 
a stable, free Asia can be thank- 
ful for the untiring efforts of 
men like H. K. Choudhury, the 
rubber tapper from Malaya,
